Beyond doubt the victory of Boston is the most 
popular ever won. There is reason in the par+ 
tisan feeling in eleven cities against the Orioles; 
Hanlon’s aggregation represents too much rowdy 
ball playing, and the use of unfair tactics has 
brought them into general disrepute. Boston's 
ter plays, clean, gentieman:y ball. The vie- 
tory is a triumph of clean bell players over rowdy- 
ism. 

The race has been one of the fiercest of years, 
Not since the Colts and Boston did battle in '91 
up to the last game has a close finish been seen, 
A week ago the hope of Boston’s winning was 
but sight, yet their two victories over the Onoles 
put them at the front. Yesterday Washington 
admtnistered the final blow, and coming from the 
despised neighbors it stung the Orioles even worse 
than all else. 

To analyze the reasons for the success of the 
Toston team as compared with Vigan: makes it 
easy to discover the secret. All in all Ba!timore 
has the better club; they tripped in the final burst 
of speed and were beaten.

Florist out of Mary Louise, the property of 
Scoggan Bros., 
world’s record ton three-quarters of a mile 
In-so doing she won by a few 
inches from Buck Massie the Combination 
Stakes of $1,200 for all ages. 

At Oakley off July 18, 1895, O’Connell,.5 
years old, ran six furlongs in the same ume, 
carrying 121 pounds. 

That which makes Flora Louise’s per- 
formance remarkable is that there was 4 
delay of forty-eight minutes at the post, 
Buck Massie, Traverser, and Flora Louise 
acting badly, while Libertine refused to 
break. Twice was the barrier broken, and 
at the end of thirty minutes Cash Sloan 
dismounted from Gath. ‘Buck Massie, 
Traverser, and Flora Louise were covered 
with foam, and Mr. Scoggan thought 1:14% 
would win the race. 

To a somewhat straggling start Buck Mas- 
sie, Harry Duke, and Flora Louise was the 
order at the end of a furlong, when the race 
was at last on. So they ran inte the home- 
stretch, where Libertine was fourth, close 
up, and Gath some five lengths behind Buck 
Massie. At the last eighth Buck Massie 
was “toa ride’ to stall off Harry Duke, and 
between these horses came Tommy Burns 
on Flora Louise. She caught Buck Massie 
100 yards from the wire, and in a grand 
finish nosed him out. Gath was third, lapped 
on Buck Massie. Traverser and Our Gertie 
were beaten off. The winner’s price was 4 to 
1, Traverser being favorite at 8 to 5. Buck 
Massie paid 3 to 2 for place, being backed 
from 5 to 1 down tol18to5. Libertine was at 
50, Our Gertie 20, Gath 7, and Harry Duke 
10 tol,. 

William McGuigan expressed the opinion 
that Flora Loulse was as good a 2-year-old 
filly as was ever seen, and the veteran turf- 
men at the track could not say too much of 
her performance. Mr, Scoggan lately priced, 
her at. $5,000, but now thinks such figure far 
too small. 

Tommy Burns was “ set down ” for a week 
and fined $50 for what Mr. Dwyer called 
‘‘not minding at the post,’’jand this-punish- 
ment is surely severe on the jockey, costing 
him probably $400. Horsemen deprecate 
this action of the starter, which for so long 
a time deprives them of the services of the 
best lightweight jockey in the West.

BRAINS AT THE TREMONT. 


Traveling Salesman for Many, Blanc 
& Co. Commits Suicide, for Which 
ae Accurate Motive Is Traced—Ex- 
planation That His Family Opposed 
an Approaching Marriage Denied 
by Relatives—Note Left by Young 
Man Sheds No Light. 


Otto H. Dankward, a young traveling sales- 
man for a liquor house, stood in front of a 
mirror in his room at the Tremont Hotel 
yesterday afternoon and sent a bullet crash- 
a his brain. He fell backward with his

His Family Mystified. 

The deed man’s mother and two brothers, 
who live at 417 Cleveland avenue, declared 
last night they knew of no reason for the 
rash act. 

Mr. Dankward was only 25 vears old, an 
age when life does not usually seem a burden. 
He was of sound physique, rather good look- 
ing, of a cheerful disposition, and with many 
friends. Although a young man he had been 
self-supporting for more than ten years, 
drawing a good salary as a traveling sales- 
‘man for Many, Blanc & Co., 19 Dearpor n 
street. 

S. G. Many, senior mémber of the house, 
said he had heard young Dankward speak of 
intending to be married within a- month. 
Some supposed the opposition of his family 
to the match was the motive for the suicide, 
but Joseph Dankward, a brother, said he 
had never heard of Otto's being engaged or 
making plans to marry. Otto had been a 
Treasurer of a lodge of the Royal legion, 
but his family said his accounts and rela- 
tions with the lodge were perfectly satis- 
factory. 

He left home suddenly about ten weeks ago 
and went to New York. He returned a week 
ago to Chicago and resumed his work with 
Many, Blanc & Co., but did not go home 
until Wednesday night. From his home he 
came immediately down to the Tremont 
Howse and asked foraroom. He chatted for 
a while with the night clerk, Ernest Reut, 
who was a personal friend. 

“ Good night,” said the clerk. 

**Good-by,’” returned Dankward, 
went up to his room. 

At 8 a..m. the chambermaid opened the 
door, and looking in saw its occupant stand- 
ing in the center of the room, dressed as 
though to go out. At 11 o’clock she again 
tried the door, and looking in saw young 
Dankward sitting in a neglected attitude on 
the bed. At 2 o’clock, stepping”™into the 
room, she struck her foot against the body, 
stark and stiff on the floor. 


Contents of the Note. 


The ndte young Dankward left read: 

“Kindly notify the following people: 
Many, Blanc & Co., 17 Dearborn; Fire Mar- 
shal James Horan, 19 Dearborn; Detective 
Mike Broderick, Central detail; Charles L. 
Baine, 116 Clifton avenue. I have sent my 
watch and other valuables to my home and 
have written to my friend, C. L. Baine, to 
have my body sent td some North Side un- 
dertaker. Kindly attend to the above re- 
quest and oblige, OTTro H, DANKWaRp.” 

In a postcript was written: 

** Send me to Speaber’s undertaking estab- 
lishment, Division and Market streets.”’ 
‘ At the inquest Josepa Dankwurd testified 
he knew of no reason why his brsather should 
have taken his life. Neither Marshal Horan, 
Detective Broderick, nor C. L. Baine could 
throw any light on the mystery. The ‘'oro- 
ner’s jury returned a verdict of suicide. 


Dankward’s Supposed Fiancee. 

The young woman to whom Dankward is 
supposed to have been betrothed is said to 
be Miss Grace Young. She lives with her 
parents at 879 Bosworth avenue, and until 
recently was employed as a stegographer in 
the office of the Clinton Wire Cloth com- 
pany, 137 Lake street. She resigned her 
position on Sept. 18, and members of the 
firm said last evening she left in order to 
prepare for her marriage, which was to take 
place early this month. Miss Young told 
her employers she was to marry a man of 
the name of Dankward. The young woman 
could not be seen last night.

Croker Snubs Henry George. 

It was said tonight that Henry George will 
tomorrow night accept the nominatior for 
Mayor of the Democratic alliance which will 
be tendered him, and also signify his accept- 
ance of the nomination by the Bryanites or 
United Democracy. The reason for this, it 
is asserted, is that Mr. George called on 
Richard. Croker and was snubbed by him. 
Croker, it is said, told Mr. George the ‘Tam- 
many platform was none of his business.

Marrison Wants Tracy for President. 


Former President Benjamin Harrison, 

who has just returned from spending the 
summer in the Adirondacks and Is now in the 
city, launched with a great deal of enthusi- 
asm today a Presidential boom for his friend 
General Tracy. 
* “ | think it not only possible but probable,” 
Mr. Harrison said in the course of an inter- 
view, “‘that if General Tracy succeeds in 
being elected first Mayor of Greater New 
York he will be the next President of the 
United States. 

“I believe further that it will not be an 
uncommon thing in the future to see the 
Mayor of Greater New York go direct to the 
Presidential chair without going through 
the Governorship or any other office. That, 
I believe, is what would happen in the case 
of General Tracy. It seems to me that that 
would be the natural course to be pursued.”’ 

** Will you take the stump for your friend, 
General Tracy?’’ was asked. 

“TIT have been in the Adirondacks ever 
since July 10,’’ General Harrison replied, 
“engaged in the useful occupation of clear- 
ing land. I have been pulling up stumps all 
summer, and I think I have made my last 
political speech.”’ 

When asked what he thought of the can- 
didates the ex-President said: ‘‘I cannot 
find words too strong to express my esteem 
for General Tracy. He was Secretary of the 
Navy when I was in Washington, and I nat- 
urally saw a great deal of him. When Mr. 
Blaine was sick I saw more of General 
Tracy, because the Navy department is nat- 
urally very close to the Department of State. 
In all foreign matters the two departments 
generally work together. When Mr. Blaine 
was ill General Tracy did a great deal or 
diplomatic work which would otherwise 
have fallen to Mr. Blaine. 


Tammany’s Success a Disgrace. 


**In speaking of my friend General Tracy 
I wish it distinctly understood that what 
I say of his good qualities is in no way a 
criticism of any other candidate. I know 
General Tracy well. The others I know but 
slightly.’’ 

“Have you been asked to 
speeches for General Tracy?’ 

** No, I think I have made my last political 
speech. This is a local election. Still, as 
Tammany Hall, if victorious in this elec- 
tion, would be a bigger factor in the State, 
and as the State has great weight in a na- 
tional campaign, I think it behooves every 
g90d citizen to do his best to defeat Tam- 
many.

Favors Municipal Ownership. 


General Harrison talked interestingly to- 
day on various topics. What he said to one 
of his visitors in the course of the afternoon 
in an informal way is of much importance. 
He told this visitor that “* he was inclined to 
consider municipal ownership the best means 
of securing to the people the cheapest 
and best service. 

** How the milions of Greater New York 
shall govern themselwes is a tremendous 
problem of a thousand factogs,’’ he said, 
“What machinery shall be cénstructed to 

collect from each citizen no more than his 
share of tribtite and return to each his full 
share of protection and privilege, is a great 
propositionin governmental engineering. Of 
special importance are the safeguards to be 
thrown about the granting of franchises to 
the promoters of great schemes for the pub- 
lic service. In this respect there are valua- 
ble lessons to be learned from late foreign 
experiments. Some of the principal cities 
of Scotland have assumed each the control 
of its._street railway systems and its lighte 
ing plants as well as its waterworks. The 
results of this public ownership of great pub- 
lic enterprises have been exceedingly satis- 
factory and instructive. 

ei Benefits of Competition. 


**Of course, the effects of competition be- 
tween private enterprises are not to be lost 
sight of as far as they increase quality and 
lower prices. The usual methods of selling 
ftanchises outright or in receiving for z<hem 
a royalty seldom give. to the people more 
than a little of what the people themselves 
later return. The bigger the price the iarger 
the royalty—the greater the cost of a rideor 
of a gas jet. It is a species of tax.’’ 

Asked if he thought national issues were 
to have any influence in the campaign, and 
if the election would have any bearing upon 
national politics, General Harrison shook 
his head and said: 

‘* No, only in the sense that every election 
in New York City is of nailonal intercst, in 
so far as it"indicates the feeling in the State 
The whole country wants to see a reform ad- 
ministration come out of this contest. 

“It wants to see a victory for the people 
who want better government, and a defeat 
for the forces that oppose them, the general 
name for which is Tammany. 

‘‘ As to the bearing of the result upon na- 
tional politics, it is not determinative.”

OVERCOME BY GAS IN MIDAIR.

the university this morning when he ascend- 
ed the Battell Chapel pulpit and led thé de- 
votional exercises. Only a scant attendance 
of undergracuates gathered to take part. 
The attendance of the university will be 
close to the figures predicted in THE TRIB- 
UNE Sunday. It was then stated that the 
total membership of the university would 
probably not reach 2,800 the coming year. 
Later reports, after the full quota of the 
undergraduates is here, confirm the accu- 
racy of that estimate. 

Judged from the membership this morn- 
ing, the total figures will not reach much 
above 2,700. Last year, it will be remem- 
bered, the total was 2,601. In the academic 
department Dean H. P. Wright could not 
today give any more accurate figures than 
Those were about 
870 for the freshman, 320 for the sophomore, 
290 for the junior, and about 285 for the 
senior class, a total of about 1,800. 

In the” Sheffield Scientific School Di- 
rector George J. Brush said that the num- 
ber present today was within three or four 
of the total of last year’s entering class. 
That will make the rnembership of the school 
about 560 this year, divided about as follows: 
Seniors, 185; juniors, 130; freshmen, 175; and 
graduate students, 60. 

In the theological department Professor 
Stevens said that the registration was as 
follows: Seniors 40; middle class, 28; grad- 
uates, 13; juniors, 82. ‘ 

This makes a total of 113, against 104 last 
year. In the law school a slight increase is 
noted on last year’s figures of 213, although 
the full registration is not yet made. The 
art school will open tomorrow; the medical 
school will begin its school year next week 
on Thursday.

WHY A SPECIAL SESSION IS NEEDED. 
The strongest argument why a special 


session of the Legislature should be calied 
to revise the revenue law is that that re- 
vision, no matter how apparent its neces- 
sity may be, cannot be secured at a regular 
session. That is the point the men who are 
anxious for revenue legislation should press 
home on the Governor—who knews that to 
be the case. 

When the General Assembly met last 
January it was asked to amend the revenue 
law so that there might be honest assess- 
ments in Chicago. The frightful state of 
affairs in this city and county was explained 
fully to the members. But nothing was 
done. Why? Because the members had 
other fish to fry. Bach of them had some 
Jocal, personal measures in which he took 
a livelier interest-than he did in any meas- 
ure designed to secure for the taxpayers of 
Chicago that proportional equality of taxa- 
tion the constitution guarantees them. 

Other interests demanded legislation. The 
street railroad companies wanted some- 
thing, and they got the Allenlaw. The gas 
companies, the elevators, the steam rail- 
ways wanted something, and they got what 
they wanted. The reason why they were 
successful is self-evident. Their agents 
went to Springfield with money in their 
hands. The men who went to the State 
capital to ask for legitimate legislation for 


with them. Hence they had to take a back 
seat, 

When the next General Assembly meets 
in 1899 there-will be the same conflict be- 
tween public and private measures, and as 
usual the former will come out second best. 
But at a special session, when the subjects 
to be considered must be specified in the 
eall; there will be no local and no corrupt 
measures to take up the time of the mem- 
bers. : 

The present revenue law was eracted 
‘early in 1872 by a Legislature which met 
in January of 1871. Although the new 
constitution made new reverue legislation 
imperative, and although the General As- 
sembly elected in 1870 was an excellent one, 
it took over a year to frame a law. Had it 
not been $0 necessary to do something where 
the whole St te was concerned yothing 
would have been done. 

Numerous attempts have been made at 
geners: sessions since 1872 to revise the 
“revenuelaw. Innumerable propositions for 
its amendment have been submitted. Some 
persons have sought to divorce State and 
local taxation. Others have brought for- 
ward schemes for the double taxation of.a 
vast amount of property. 

One or two “ merchant princes ” of Chi- 
cago have been persistent in their advocacy 
of an amendment which should change the 
method of assessing manufacturing com- 
panies—makers of-agricultural implements, 
for instance—and newspapers. That such 
concerns should be taxed on the tangible 


They insist that the “ good will’ of those 
concerns, though intangible and of uncer- 
tain duration, shall be taxed as if it were 
real estate. 

Those who make this demand usually 
have in their possession notes for from one 
to two million dollars, representing goods 
which have been sold ontime. These notes, 
which run.for two, three, four, or six 
months, draw interest. But the holders of 
those notes never include them in their re- 
turns to the Assessor. They never pay 
taxes on them. They would: be furious if 
reyguired to do so. 

Time and again have changes in the rey- 
enue law—good, bad,- and indifferent— 
been submitted at regular sessions, but 
nothing has been accomplished. Once the 
Legislature went so far as to authorize the 
appointment of a commission to revise the 
entire revente system. Governor Oglesby 
appointed some excellent men. They sub- 
mitted a report and a bill to the-next Gen- 
eral Assembly. That body shelved it forth- 
with and devoted its time to subjects of 
minor importance. 

That was ten years ago. Since then the 
“decline and fall” of the assessment sys- 
tem in this county hasbeen rapid. At pres- 
ent the valuations for purposes of taxation 
are a compound of fraud and blunders, 
Money buys for some partial exemption 
from taxation and forces others te pay 
more than their proportionate share. The 
whole thing is rotten. 

Experience ought to count for something. 
The experience of a quarter of a century 
has shown that nothing of value can be done 
with the revenue law at a regular session. 
Therefore, when the Govetnor is appealed 
to to call a special session to secure legisla- 
tion to abate evils which he admits exist 
and ought to be done away with, it should 
be urged at no other time than at a special 
session can that legislation be had. 


THE CONTRACT WHEAT RULE. 

The Chicago Board of ‘rade has decided 
in no uncertain terms that it does not wish 
to have a grade of wheat deliverable on 
speculative contracts which isa a product 
of the clearing-house rather than of the held. 
By a vote of 606 to 328 the association de- 
cided against the reinstatement of No. 2 
spring wheat as a contract grade. The 
contest, which has been spirited, was ex- 
actly on the same lines as that of last May, 
when the grade of wheat in question was 
eliminated from the list of those designated 
as “contract.” In the May election the 
vote was 496 to 444. The question is éne 
which has been decided after the fullest 
intelligent discussion. Both sides have had 
their literary bureaus and the vote on both 
elections indicates the interest shown in 
the outcome.

NOT THE MAN FOR MASSACHUSETTS, 

* George Fred Williams, the free silver can- 
didate for Governor of Massachusetts, whe 
ran last year and was snowed under, and is 
going to be snowed under again in No- 
vember, will spend a good deal of his time 
between now and then on the stump. He 
will fill the ears of those who go to hear him 
with those falsehoods which flow so fluently 
from Bryan’s tongue. 

The candidate will copy Bryan's silence 
regarding some matters as he will his 
loquacity regarding others. For instance, 
Mr. George Fred Williams will not ex- 
plain and defend the retroactive features 
of the demand for the free coinage of silver. 
The Chicago platform demands that silver 
dollars coined free at the ratio of 16 to 1 
be made a legal tender for the payment of all 
debts when payment in gold is not required 
specifically. But all existing credits are based 
on the gold standard, though gold is sel- 
dom mentioned in the contract. Therefure, 
if the demand of the Chicago platform were 
complied with credits to the amount of six- 
teen billions would be payable in 4U-cent dol- 
lars, instead of 100-cent dollars. 

Tys startling feature of the platform Mr, 
Geofge Fred Williams will not deal with, 
no-matter how many speeches he may makes 
For he knows that no doctrine can be more 
offensive to. the people of Massachusetts 
than this doctrine that debts incurred when 
the doller is worth 100 cents shali be paid 
in 40-cent dollars. It would hit them harder 
on the average than it would the people 
of any other State in the union. 

The population of Massachusetts is about 
2,400,000, Last year there were in that 
State 1,302,400 savings bank depositors. 
Their deposits footed up 440 million dollars, 
the average deposit being, therefore, 
$337.26. Free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 
1 would take away 60 per cent of the pur- 
chasing power of those deposits. The peo- 
ple of Massachusetts have loaned millions 
on Western farms and town lots. In the 
event of free coinage they would get back 
only 40 per cent of what they have loaned. 
They would lose 264 millions. 

They deposited dollars worth 23 1-5 grains 
of gold. This ranting demagogue Williams 
dishonestly resclves in his convention that 
they should be repaid in 37114-grain silver 
dollars worth 40 cents. Wil'iams does not 
care if the depositors do lose 264 millions. 
If he did he would suggest sonie plan of 
making good their losses. But he suggests 
none. He is ready to rob the wage-workers, 
and yet he asks them for their votes. 

Of course, George Fred Williams féels 
that he cannot afford to go through the Bay 
State explaining that he wishes to swindle 
a& great majority of its citizens. He will de- 
nounce the “plutocrats ” and the “ moneyed 
classes,” and state that war should be 
waged against them. He will not an- 
nounce that he is in favor of robbing every 

workingman who has some money in a say- 
ings bank of more than half his deposit. 

This man Williams is not a fanatical free 
silver crank. If he were he would keep 
nothing back. He would explain that he 
wanted to wipe out 60 per cent of every 
det. He would endeavor to justify. that 
liberal use of the sponge. Williams is sim- 
ply an unadulterated demagogue who has 
no faith in free coinage, who knows it 1s a 
fraud, but who sees in it a possibility of 
getting hold of the votes of ignorxnt men. 

Williams came to the Chicago convention 
last year and joined the free silver side be- 
cause he saw that faction was in the ma- 
jority. He voted for the platform which 
was adopted and returned home to stump 
the State for that platform, whose most vil- 
laipous features, however, he did not dare 
to discuss and extol. On learning of 
Williams’ nomination Bryan sent him a tel- 
egram, in which he says: 

Acce congr ? 

Massachusetts Democracy hen aor Domination 
Chicago platform is being vindicated by events. 


Williams will take his text from this and 
will preach about silver monometallism 
being “ financial independence.” Tt would 
be independence of the world’s standard of 
money, but that is not desirable. It would 
be a‘substitution of 40-cent dollars for a 
currency of 100-cent dollars. It would be 
“financial independence ” of ali ideas of 
business or commercial honesty by making 
the silver standard apply retroactively to 
all existing obligations, debts, and con- 
tracts. 

Nor will he date to do so this year. He 
will have much to say about the “ crime ” 
of 1873, but will not go into details about 
the crime he and his associates tried to 
perpetrate in 1896, when they endeavored 
to elect a President and Congress pledged 
to change the money standard of the coun- 
try and make that change apply to existing 
contracts. 

What are Democratic papers like the 
Boston Herald and Globe going to do about 
Williams and his platform? They. are 
announcing continually that they are in 
favor of honest money, Will they proceed 
to show up Williams, who is not only in 
favor of cheap, dishonest money, but who 
wants creditors who are entitled to receiye 
honest money to be forced to take this 
cheap stuff as if it were good? 

Willtams wants to rob every , savings 
bank depositor in Massachusetts and in 
the rest of the United States. Will the 
sound money Democratic papers of the 
State dwell on that interesting fact and 
help to deprive Williams of the vote of 
every honest Democrat?

is called, im question by a debauched judi- 
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against ite adoption simply on the ground 
that it would be ,“ impolitic.” Ag one of 
them put it: “ We can never beat the capi- 
taliste if we allow them to prepare. We 
must catch them before they are ready.” 
The eflly, ignorant people, to inflame 
whose passions these harangues sre made, 
should take note of one fact. It is that 
those who make them are never seen at the 
front when there is any trouble. . They ad- 
vise others to buy muskets and to go out to 
resist the officers of the law. They never 
shoulder arms and lead the way. ‘They 
remain behind at headquarters, and issue 
warlike orders at a safe distance. : 
These incendiary orators have a great re- 
gard for their own health. Hence they 
never go where clubs may be used or bullets 
may fly. They urge on their dupes to death 
or prison, but keep out of harm’s way them- 
selves. And yet the silly creatures who 
are influenced by the anarchistic agitators 
never notice that while they risk everything 
those agitutors are careful to run no risks. 


_THE SPANISH CABINET CRISIS. 
There would seem to be something more 


than a mere coincidence in the resignation 
of the Spanish Cabinet simultaneously with 
the arrival of Minister Woodford at Madrid. 
While 2 reorganization of the Cabinet has 
not been unanticipated, its occurrence at 
the present time indicates a grave crisis 
has been reached in public affairs that de- 
mands some radical change in governmental 
policy, 

Of course the first impulse will be to 
ascribe the change to the condition of affairs 
in the Island of Cuba and the embarrass- 
ments which the government has met in 
carrying on an expensive war there and in 
the Philippine Islands at the same time. 
The brutal, intolerant policy which has 
characterized the late Cabinet in dealing 
with the distant Spanish colonies has con- 
fessedly proved a failure, and, while it is 
probably too much to expect that that policy 
will be disowned by a people steeped in 
ignorance and prejudice as the Spanish na- 
tion is, the result will be the same. Spain 
has reached a point in its blind and arro- 
gant career when it is compelled to recog- 
inze the logic of events, however unpleasant 
the consequences. 

That the change of ministry will be used 
to delay negotiations with Minister Wood- 
ford on the Cuban question may be assumed 
in advance. In the meantime the world 
will look more than ever to the United 
States to bring order out of the chaos which 
prevails in the island, and by the time the 
Spanish people have recovered from the 
stupor which the present crisis will inevita- 
bly produce they will be in a pusition to ap- 
preciate the actual condition of afwirs more 
calmly than they have been in the past. 
While English papers have nesiccted no 
opportunity to assail the United Sites gov- 
ernment on account of its allegcu attitude 
towards Spain in connecticn with the Cu- 
ban business, there are already signs of a 
_ revolution in public sentiment there, and 
the day is not far distant when they will be 
calling upon us to put an end to.a war which 
is inflicting untold injury on the commercial 
world, without hope of ‘improvement as 
long as Spain persists in her preseat course. 
There has been nothing more significant 
than the dispassionate utterance of the 
English National Review, which, while cx- 
pressing its sympathy and respect for the 
Queen Regent in the difficulties by which 
she is confronted, declares that if.. the 
British people were placed in the position 
of those of the United States they would 
not only “share their sentiments and de- 
sires ” in regard to intervention in ‘Cuban 
affairs, but “long before this the British 
government would have been compelled to 
act or would have perished.” 

Should a Liberal ministry, with Sefior 
Sagasta at its head, assume power in Spain, 
it is safe to, assume that a modification of 
the policy towards Cuba will be one of the 
first results. In fact, a movement is re 
ported to have already begun among the 
Spanish people themselves looking to the 
recall of the butcher, Weyler. But the 
change will come too late te aid the cause 
of Spain;. The decree of destiny has gone 
forth that Cuba must be free, and all the 
world except Spain is now ready to ac- 
xept it. re 

The President is again in his place at 
the White House and in a position to give 
prompt attention to the changed order of 
affairs. The American people look to bim 
to perform his duty fearlessly and unflinch- 
ingly in regard to American interests as they 
are affected by our relations to Cuba. It 
is evident that the powers of Europe look 
to America to bring the war to a close, 
and that no panic would result from inter- 
vention and putting a stop to the reign of 
massacre and anarchy which has prevailed 
for more than two years past. 


THE “POST'S” SNEAKING REJOINDER. 
Day before yesterday the Evening Post 


alleged that the “ editorial expreasions ” of 


" Tue Triaunpe indicated that it was “ eager 


for a strike” of the South Side street car 
men and was backing up the “labor agi- 
tators.” The falsity Of that assertion was 
exposed by Tue Trisune on the following 
day. It was eyposed so fully that the un- 
truthful evening paper does not dare to 
reassert its malicious lie. But:it has not 
the decency to apologize. 

Instead of doing that it shifts its ground 
of attack and fills up about a column of 
valueless space with extracts from the 
headlines of the news regarding the street 
car situation printed in this paper from 
day to day, It is alleged that those head- 
lines, which were a summary of the news, 
displayed great eagerness for a strike. 

It may be the fashion on the Post for the 
editor to write out his views upon some 
topic and then later on get hold of the local 
proofs and change the news and the head- 
lines so that they may agree exactly with 
his editorial. That is not the custom on 
Tup, Trisunz, Nor does it seem to be on 
Mr. Kohlsaat’s morning paper, where there 
were some headlines concerning the possi- 
bility of a strike which must have shocked 
the evening paper. :

Its opinions are to 
be found there, and not in its local col- 
umns. It may print an interview with 
Mahon. That is not because it sympathizes 
with him but because what he has to say 
is part of the news of the day. The report- 
ers, after studying up the situation, may 
conelude that a strike is likely. That is 
their inference from facts, It is not an 
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showed that the advice of Tux Tarmuns 


has been, 40 not ‘strike. 


This falling back on “ headlines” is the 
cowardly retreat of one who knows he is 
grossly in the wrong but has not mathood 
enough to admit it. Mr. Kohlsaat has been 
in the newspaper business long enough to 
know that editorials are found in one part 
of the paper and news headlines in another 
part. So he cannot be deceived by the new 
tack which the writer on his evening paper 
is taking. It still remains his duty to order 
the publication of an apology. 


BRITISH GUIANA WANTS RECIPROCITY. 

The Legislature of British Guiana has 
asked the Governor General! of that colony 
to cause inquiries to be made as to the ex- 
pediency of entering into a commercial 
treaty with the United States based on the 
reciprocity provisions of the Dingley tafift 
law. Were such a treaty negotiated the 
raw sugar of the colony, three-fourths of 
which comes to this country, would be ad- 
mitted on the payment of four-fifths of the 
present duty. That will give the sugar pro- 
ducers of British Guiana an advantage of 
about 33 cents on 100 pounds. 

Soon after the enactment of the McKin- 
ley tariff law the colony asked the home 
government to negotiate for it a commercial 
agreement with the United States. That 
was done, and the arrahgement was recip- 
rocally beneficial. The people of the colony 
want to make another agreement now, and 
it ls stated that the British Ambassador 
has been instructed to negotiate a reci- 
procity treaty for their benefit. It is prob- 
able that Jamaica and the other British 
West India islands will ask that the same 
thing be done for them. 

The chief exports of British Guiana are 
Sugar and molasses, of which the United 
States is the best purchaser. The principal 
imports are flour, butter, pork, and lumber, 
all of them articles which can be supplied 
on better terms by the United States than 
by any other country. Here is a case where 
a reciprocity treaty is quite appropriate. 

Any arrangement which may be made 
with British Guiana or any other country 
has to be ratified by the Senate. But it is 
not to be assumed that that body will refuse 
to ratify a commercial treaty which will 
secure a better market for the agricultural 
or manufactured products of the United 
States.» Much as Democratic Seuators may 
dislike the Dingley law and the reciprocity 
provisions it contains they ought not fo vote 
against treaties which will reduce foreign 
duties on American products.

What a Botanist Knows dnd Dees N ot 
Know About the Color Change 
of Leaves. 


--_---_o_—_ 


* Probably not one person [| thousand 
knows just why leaves change their color in 
the fall,’’ remarked an eminent botanist the 
other day to a reporter forthe Star. “‘ The 
green matter in the tissue of a leaf is com- 
posed of two colors, red and blue. When the 
sap ceases to flow In the autu-nn‘the natura! 
growth of the tree is retarded and oxidation 
of the tissue takes place. Under certain con- 
ditions the green of the leaf changes to red; 
under different aspects it takes on a yellow 
or brown hue. The difference in color is due 
to the difference in combinations of the orig- 
inal constituents of the green tissues and to 
the varying conditions of climate, exposure, 
and'‘soil. A dry, hot climate produces more 
brilliant foliage than one that is damp and 
cool. This is the reason that American 
autumns are so much more gorgeous than 
those of England and Scotland. 

“There are several things about leaves, 
however, that even science cannot explain. 


side by side, of the same age and having the 
same exposure, should take on a brilliant 
red in the fall and the other should turn yel- 
low, or why one branch of a tree should be 
highly colored and the rest of the tree have 
only a yellow tint are questions that are as 
impossible to answer as why one member of 
a family should be perfectly healthy and an- 
other sickly.» Maples and oaks have the 
brightest colors. 

‘* People should be careful not to touch the 
gorgeous red and yellow autumn leaves or 
shrubs and climbing plants which are not 
known to be harmless. Our two poisonous 
native plants display the most brilliant 
autumnal! colors of any species in our woods 
and highways. The poisonous sumach re- 
sembles a group of young ash trees. The 
poisonous ivy resembles the harmless wood- 
bine. Its leaves, however, have but three 
leaflets, while those of the woodbine have 
five.’’—Washington Star. 
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Heroism of the Police. 


Hon. Theodore Roosevelt writes an 
Boi on “The Roll of Honor of the New 
York Police’ for the October Century.

Ruosevelt says: ‘* 1 doubtif the average cit- 
izen, especially the average stay-at-home 
citizen, realizes how often the man of the 
night-stick is called upon to display quali- 
ties which in a soldier would be called heroic.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 30.—Thie State con- 
vention of the Democratic National party 
of Massachusetts (gold Democrats) as- 
sembled in this city today. Moorfield Story 
was the permanent chairman. His speech 
upon assuming the gavel was in large part 
a review of the tariff legislation of the last 
Congress and of the currency question. It 
also gave expression to unalterable oppo- 
sition to the platform of the Chicago 
Democfatic convention. The platform 
opens with the following declarations re- 
garding the currency: 

We adhere to and insist upon the maintenance 


| of the present gold standard. We believe that the. 


free coinage of silver at a.ratio of 16 to 1, when 
the present commercial ratio is nearly 40 to 1, 
would be destructive to the interests of wage earn- 
ers, of depositors in savings banks, of the insured, 
of the veterans, and of the whole people. We 
believe that the payment of debts, public or pri- 
vate, in dollars of legs intrinsic value than those 
in which they were contraeted is dishonorable 
and dishonest. Therefore, we reaffirm our al- 
legiance to the great financial principle which 
guided Jefferson, Jackson, and Cleveland—that it 
is the sole function of the federal government in 
monetary matters to provide a standard of value 
and to coin metallic money, every dollar of which 
shall be of equal Intrinsic value; that nothing but 
this coined money shall be legal tender, and that 
the government shall not carry on a banking busi- 
ness. 

We demand that some safe plan be adopted 
whereby our legal tender paper, silver and silver 
certificates, shall be withdrawn and a banking 
system under proper control be established through 
which adequate banking facilities may be fur- 
nished to all sections of the country. 

We believe that a currency based upon business 
assets and issued upon proper safeguards, re- 
sponds automatically toathe necessities of com- 
merce and permits the is®ue of an elastic medium 
of exchange in those sections where it is most 
needed for the creation of new enterprises and the 
employment of American jabor. 

In other paragraphs the platform declares 
for tariff for revenue only and the abolition 
of “‘ all duties which tend to create or main- 
tain monopolies and trusts;’’ demands the 
extension of the principle of civil service 
reform to all postoffices, to the consular serv- 
ice, and within the State to municipal offices. 

When nominations for Governor were in 
order a delegate presented the name of 
Gamaliel Bradford; It recelfved no second, 
and Dr. William Everett was nominated by 
acclamation. 


DESERTS THE SILVER CORPSE. 


Ex-Congressman “Caldwell of Ken- 
tucky Goes Over to the Gold 
Democracy. 


Louisville, Ky., Sept. 30.—[Special.]—John 
W. Caldwell of Russellville, who for several 
years was a member of Congress, and who 
has probably been the most consistent ad- 
vocate of the free coinage of. silver in Ken- 
tucky, has deserted the Chicago platform 
and will henceforth vote the ticket repre- 
sented by the gold Democrats. 

In a letter to the Courter-Journal Mr. Cald- 
well fully states his position. He maintains 
that he is still theoretically a silver man, 
but he asserts with. positiveness that the 
silver issue is dead. Mr. Caldwell says: “I 
now belleve that the gold standard will be- 
come universal before the close of.the cen- 
tury. I believe now, as much as I ever did, 
in the wisdom of bimetallism; but recognize 
that unléss some great unforeseen upheaval 
comes the free coinage of silver in this coun- 
try is not a question of practical politics and 
will not be the issue of 1900. 

‘*In conclusion,’’ he says, “ I wish simply 
to say, by way of pleasantry to my gold 
standard friends over the State, who have 
often amused themselves at the expense of 
my crank silver views, Ahat the world has 
thought it proper to differ with a very wise 
man; and to my silver friends, who may un- 
wisely conclude that this statement Is a de- 
sertion of their ranks, that I know a finan- 


cial corpse when I see one.’ 


WARNER AS HANNA’S OPPONENT 


Formal Announcement of the Candi- 
dacy of the Silver Advocate 
for the Senate. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 30.—General A. J. 
Warner of Marietta in an interview pub- 
lished here today formally announces his 
candidacy for the United States Senate at 
the hands of .the Ohio Legislature to be 
elected this fall. He pledges his whole time 
and continuous effort from this time forth 
for the election of a Democratic Legisiature 
to this end. Mr. Warner said: 

“The Republicans have designated Mr. 
Hanna as candidate for the Senate. The 


Legislature. Our first duty is to win our 
cause by electing the State ticket and the 
Legislature. If we succeed I shall probably 
be a candidate for the Senate.’

entry and sale in order to conserve the 
water supply; urging an investigation of 
the land laws with a view to making amend- 
ments to meet present conditions; commend- 
ing colonization plans.

HOT TALK FROM QUINCY. 


Says They Are Linked to a Pri- 
vate Trade Enterprise. 


ANTI-CORPORATION MEN WIN 


Columbus, O., Sept. 30.—By its action this. 


afternoon in the election of a permanent 
executive Secretary the conference of 
Mayors struck the rock which, in the opinion 
of many of its most conservative and far- 
seeing members, seriously threatens its’ 
possibilities for usefulness and may wreck 
it absolutely at the start. B. F. Gilkison, 
publisher of, City Government, was a re- 
cipient of the honor, and in the presentation 
of his‘name by Mayor Green of Bingham- 
ton, N. Y., it was declared that if his candi- 
dacy should provoke any considerable op- 
position he would not permit himself to de- 
Stroy the unity and harmony of the new 
organization at the outset. 

There was no objection to Gilkison as to 
character or ability, but those opposed to 
him felt that with him as Secretary and 
executive Officer the organization would be 
hopelessly tied up to his publication as its 
organ, and thus be charged with the re- 
sponsibility for the policy of the magazine 
and allits utterances. The fight wasa sharp 
ohe and intensely interesting at times and 
exciting, It was precipitated early in the 
session when the constitution was under 
consideration. The fourth article provides 
that all the officers except the Secretary 
shall be officers of a municipality, holding 
membership in the organization. 


Mayor Quincy’s Protest. 

Mayor Quincy of Boston moved to strike 
out the exception—and the fight was on. 
He made a strong, earnest, and eloquent 
protest against linking this league of mu- 
Micipalities with any man’s. business or 
lending its influence to the furtherance of 
his personal interests. The Secretary, he 
said, should be a man of dignity and repu- 
tation and conversant with municipal af- 
fairs, chosen from out their own ranks. 
“The league could not afford to have its 
affairs conducted in the interest of a news- 
paper or magazine,”’ and he warned the 
organization that it would work its own 
ruin by such action. 

Mayor Quincy was ably supported by 
Mayor Jones of Toledo, O., and Alderman 
John W. D. Arey of Joliet, IIL, the latter 
declaring that, with Gilkison as Secretary, 
the league would invite the criticism of al- 
most the entire newspaper press of the 
country and subject itself to ridicule and 
ppposition everywhere. City Government, 
it is charged, attacks private ownership of 
Amunicipal service plants and is generally 
hostile to all corporate interests. 


Provisions of the Constitution. 


The constitution provides that the name of 
the Mayors’ organization shall be the League 
of American Municipalities. Its objects are 
the general improvement and facilitation of 
every branch of municipal administration 
by the following means: First, the perpetua- 
tion of the organization as an agency for 
the codperation of American cities in the 
practical study of all questions pertaining 
to municipal administration; second, the 
holding of annual conventions for the dis- 
cussion of contemporaneous municipal af- 
fairs; third, the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a central bureau of information for 
the collection, compilation, and dissemina- 
tion of statistics, reports, and all kinds of 
information relative to municipal govern- 
ment. 

Any municipality in the United States or 
Canada may become a member, the annual 
membership fees being as follows: Cities 
under 25,000 population, $20; between 25,000 
and 50,000, $30; between 50,000 and 100,000, 
$40; betweeh 100,000 and 200,000, $50;.over 
200,000, $60. Every city holding membership 
shall be entitled to send its Mayor and as 
many members of its General CounciP and 
its Board of Aldermen as it may =— as 
delegates to the annual meeting. the 
question of electing officers and selecting the 
time and place of annual meeting each and 
every member shall be entitled.to one vote, 
which shall be the majority expression of 
the members’ delegation; on all other ques- 
tions the vote of the majority of delegates 
present shail control. 

MeVicar Is Made President. 

John McVicar of Des Moines, Ia., was 
elected President, Mayor Collier of Atlan- 
ta Vice President, Mayor Black of Colum- 
bus, Treasurer, and the following trustees: 
Mayor. Warner of Peoria, Il, Council- 
man Walker of Trenton, N. J., and Coun- 
cilman Read of Minneapolis. 

During the discussion of the constitution 
arr effort was made to shut out of the league 
all cities of less than 5,000 population, but 
after a hot fight for the small municipalities, 
led by Mayor Collier of Atlanta, it was 
agreed to place no restriction on member- 
ship as to population. Thus the smallest

Delegates Predict Failure. 

After the adjournment Mayor Josiah 
Quincy of Boston said that he had hoped 
that some good might come of the new or- 
ganization, but that he could now see no 
chance of its success on the lines laid out. 
The City of Boston, he added, could not join 
an organization of this sort already weak- 
ened by an entangling and embarrassing al- 
liance with a private business enterprise, 
and many other cities would feel the same 
way. 

Other delegates tonight predict the failure 
of the league if it is to be run as a side show 
to a monthly publication. There are some, 
of course, who are enthusiastic over the out- 
look. 

The Dispatch today interviewed twenty- 
eight Mayors as to whether prosperity had 
or was returning, and the answer was unanl- 
mously to the effect that times had and were 
improving. The talks included Mayors Taf- 
fel, Cincinnati; Linxweliler, Dayton, 2.4 An- 
drews, Roanoke, Va.; Leitch, Wil*aington, 
Del.; Doran, St. Paul; Johnson, Fargo, N. 
D.; Stephens, East St. Louis; Quincy, Bos- 
ton; and others. 

Dirt Breeds Riot.’ 


From 8 o’clock until nearly 10 tonight 
the members of the League of American 
Municipalities listened to an illustrated 
lecture by Dr. Edward H. Hartwell of Bos- 
jon on the public baths of Burope and an- 
other by Colonel George E. Waring Jr. of 
New York on street cleaning. Dr. Hart- 
well declared that it had been his observa- 
tion that dirt breeds irritability, lawless- 
ness, and crime, and that it is a curious and 
interesting fact that the three most serious 
riots in recent years had occurred in three 
localities where the problem of personal 
cleanliness is the most difficult of solution— 
Cincinnati, Pittsburg, and Chicago. 

Colonel Waring’s address dwelt chiefly 
upon the street cleaning system of New 
York City and he held the close attention 
of the delegates. He was followed by Mayor 
8. M, Jones of Toledo with a paper on “ The 
Social Side of Life in Cities.’’ 

Mr. Allen Ripley Foote of~the United 
States Bureau of Labor and Statistics read 
a paper on “ Private and Municipal Owner- 
ship of Water, Gas, and Electric Lighting 
Works,” the result of his investigation be- 
ing a conviction that the cost to the tax- 
payers is much less under private than under 
municipal ownership.

JOSEPH GRIFFEN ROBBED OF $1,200 
AT STATE AND FIFTEENTH. 


One Bandit, Afterwards Arrested, 
Snatches His Pocketbook from His 
Vest and Passes It to an Accomplice, 
Who Escapes—Prisoner Says He Is 
J. Martin—Detectives Look for Two 
Alleged Victims—John Ryan Held 
for Assaulting Peter Soregel. 


Joseph Griffen was robbed of his savings, 
amounting to $1,200, on an Archer avenue 
car at State and Fifteenth streets yester- 
day afternoon.’ One of the thieves was 
captured, but the man with the pocketbook 
escaped. 

Griffen had drawn the money from the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank and placed 
it in a pocketbook in his inside vest pocket. 
At Madison street he boarded an Archer 
avenue car for his home, Eighteenth street 
and Austin avenue, Cicero. He noticed a 
man got on at the same time and carefully 
took the seat immediately behind him. At 
Adams street another man got on the car 
and sat down across the aisle from him. 
At Fourteenth street the latter got up and 
leaned over him, addressing the other man. 
As he did so he slipped his hand into Grif- 
fen’s vest and pulled out the pocketbook. 

Escapes with the Money. 

Griffen grabbed the robber, but was not 
quick enough to prevent him passing the 
booty to his accomplice, who immediately 
fled. There was a struggle between the 
plundered man and the thief which attracted 
the attention of two policemen on the grip 
car, They ran back and arrested the rob- 
ber, who gave his name as J. Martin. He 
was locked up at the Twenty-second Street 
Station. 

Dazed by his loss Griffen sat in a corner 
at the station all the afternoon, refusing to 
talk, except concerning his struggle with 
the captured man. In relating this he 


‘seemed to find some consolation. He told 


the police he had drawn the money to pay 
&@ mortgage on a farm in Canada, 

He is employed by the Cicero Gas com- 
pany ab a gasmaker. 
the slightest description of the other rob- 
ber, who has the money. 

Lieutenant Cudmore said he did not re- 
member ever having seen the prisoner, Mar- 
tin, before. Martin asserted he was in- 
nocent of any complicity in the robbery. 

Seek Alleged Victimsa. 

Detectives Mason and Long of the Max- 
.well Street Station spent the day looking for 
two men, who, they feel sure, were being 
held up and robbed by three others at Harri- 
son and Halsted streets early in the morn- 
ing when the detectives interfered and ar- 
rested the alleged footpads. The prisoners, 
who were locked up at the Maxwell Street 
Station, gave their names as John Hanley, 
John Callaghan, and John Haughren, and 
denied they had been attempting to rob 
any one. 

Just. before 4 a. m. the detectives were 
standing at Halsted and Harrison streets, 
when they say they saw three men attempt- 
ing to hold up two others. They ran to the 
scene of the putative robbery, and after a 
hard struggle succeeded in taking the alleged 
bandits into custody. Then they turned to 
look for the alleged victims, but the twain 
had disappeared. The detectives want the 
supposed victims for witnesses, as other- 
wise they are handicapped In the prosecution 
of the prisoners. 

Assaults Peter a elewienl. 

Peter Soregel, at one time one.of the best- 
known policemen on the Chicago force, ap- 
peared at the Harrison Street Police Station 
to prosecute John Ryan, one of two men who 
assaulted and attempted to rob him = on 
Wednesday night on the St. Charles Air 
Line tracks near Michigan avenue and Six- 
teenth street. 

Soregel, who is now a cripple, lives at 44 
Thirteenth place, and was sitting in front 
of the First Regiment Armory when he was 
seized by two mén, who dragged him back 
among the tracks in the dark. He was 
choked and beaten on,the face and héead 
with a brick by one of the fellows, while his 
companion kicked him. But for the timely 
arrival of Policeman Ed Kelly he would 
have been severely injured. One of the rob- 
bers escaped, but his companion, John Ryan, 
was captured and held to the Criminal Court 
under $500 bonds.

EXTRA CALLS FOR ENGINES. 


One hundred thousand barrels of salt, 3,500 
feet of dock, and thirty freight cars were 
destroyed by fire at One Hundred and Sec- 
ond street and the Calumet River last night. 
The total loss is estimated at $135,000 and is 
said to be fully covered by insurance. The

The loss of the Rock Island, Wabash, Ihli- 
nois Central, and other railroads by the de- 
struction of freight cars is estimated at 
$25,000. 

Only the sudden change of the wind from 
the west to the east saved the four large 
grain elevators, the Calumet, A and B, and 


the O’Niel, A and B, that are situated at the 


head of Slip No. 2 from destruction. 


Known as the Salt Dock. 

Slip No. 2 is commonly known as the “ Salt 
Dock,”’ and is located at One Hundred and 
Second street and the Calumet River. The 
O’ Niel and Calumet Elevator companies, and 
the Standard, United, and Joy Morton Salt 
companies control the slip, which has a 
dock front of over 4,000 feet, The salt com- 
panies occupy the west end and nearly half 
the length of the slip. Frame structures, 
varying from mere sheds to one and one- 
half-story shanties, cover the entire length 
of the slip, except what is taken up by the 
elevators. The belt line switches around 
the slip on a double track, and seldom is 
there less than 150 freight cars on these sid- 
ings. The slip is also generally filled with 
tugs, barges, and other craft. 

Flames Are Discovered. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock last night Watch- 
man Pat Hanlon of the O’Niel Elevator com- 
pany was making his rounds through the 
yards when he discovered flames suddenly 
burst through the windows of the cooper 
shop of the United Salt company. An alarm 
was immediately turned in, but before the 
first engines had arrived the flames had 
spread with such rapidity that the entire 
south side and west end of the slip was 
ablaze. A stiff breeze was blowing from the 
west, and the sparks were carried towards 
the elevators and empty freight cars. 

The dry sheds and shanties proved ready 
food for the flames, while the thousands of 
barrels of salt burned like powder. 

Three separate calls for extra engines were 
sent in, and within an hour every available 
truck and engine south of Sixty-third street 
was on the scene. In the meantime the 
flames had spread to the north side of the 
slip, and only the north and south ends of 
the slip were free from fire. 

Saving the Blevators. 

At the end of an hour all efforts to save 
the salt docks or any part of them were given 
up and the attention of the firemen wes di- 
reeted towards saving the elevators from 
destruction. The fireboat and several tugs 
were called and played water from the river- 
side on the walls of the elevator, while fif- 
teen engines played streams from the land 
sides. The firemen ed until nearly mid- 
night, and it seemed a he Calumet *‘B” 
could not be saved, whe 
of the wind to the west drove the showers 
of sparks in an opposite direction. The walls 
of the elevators were hot and the steam from 
the water as it was thrown againsi the 
building poured to the clouds in volumes. 

At midnight the fire was practically under 
control. The entire dock and the t com- 
panies’ structures were a total loss, while 
scarcely a barrel of salt remained un- 
scorched, 

Cars Safely Removed, 
, Several switch engines worked hard to 
empty the belt line track and succeeded 
jn taking over 100 cars to points of safety. 
Owing to the crowded condition of the near- 
by sidings the last thirty cars could not be 
ynoved and were left to burn. 

The fire attracted several thousand peo- 

Ple to the slip and several accidents, none 
serious, however, resulted from the crowds 
climbing over and under the freight cars 
that stood between Commercial avenue and 
the fire.. Extra police reserves were sent 
from the various southern precincts, and, 
though the crowd the later part of the even- 
jing was great, no disorder or serious acci- 
Aent resu).ed. 
, No explanation can be given for the origin 
pf the fire. The.cooper shop contained 
neither fire nor combustible material and 
the police are inclined to believe that the 
fire was the work of tramps. 


OLD WHALER PROGRESS SOLD. 


Club Represented by Charles E, Rausch 
Gives Four Hundred Dollars for 
the World’s Fair Relic. 


The old whaler Progress of World’s Fair 
memory has been sold to a club represented 
by Charles BE. Rausch, 8787 Vincennes ave- 
nue. The club purchased the Progress from 
J. K. Peterson for $400. 

For two years the dilapidated whaler has 
been lying on the bottom of the Calumet 
River, near the mouth. Just what the club 
intends to do with the old hulk the members 
will not state. 

After the World's Fair the Progress was 
stripped of its museum and allowed to sink 
in the south pond at Jackson Park. It re- 
mained there two years, and then the Park 
Commissioners decreed it be removed. It 
was accordingly p®mped out and towed to 
the Calumet, where it promptly went to the 
bottom again.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


COLONEL ViSSCHER’S ATTEMPT TO 
MAKE A CHICAGO EPIC. 


it Is Believed the Colonel Was Too 

_ Clese to His Subject and That He 
Made a Mistake in Not Viewing It 
from a Balloon or a Flying Machine 
—Mr. O’Byrne’s Burning “Song of 
the Ages” Seems to Suffer from 
Some Similar Fatal Ailment. 


HY Colonel William 
Lightfoot Visscher 
should have left the 
flower-besprent 
meads where Hel- 
icon tinkles, or that 
lovely vale of Tem- 
pe where the earth- 
spurning Pegasus 
brought forth by a 
stroke of his shapely 
hoof the bland beau- 
ties of Hippocrene— 
spots, be it noted, 
where he has already 
gathered so many 
laurelsté twine upon 
his brow—to wander 
through the deserts of epic verse with no 
companion but a wasp-waisted and broad- 
shouldered girl who from the cover is not 
in the least afraid of fire and thinks “I 
will’’ is a nice thing for a young gir! to say— 
why Colonel Visscher should have done any 
and all of these things he surely does not 
know, and his latest book cannot inform us. 

‘* Chicago: An Epic ’”’ is not worthy of the 
Colonel’s powers. Attractive as the topic 
is, it possesses to a marked degree the op- 
pressive vice (in didactic poetry) of con- 
temporaneity. How can any one sing with 
that entire sincerity and the dispassion 
which should attend upon a subject so large, 
when he himself is an aliquot part of it,a 
red corpuscle as it were, dwelling now in 
the very heart of the city and now in one 
or another of its suburbs, taken thither, it 
may be, by a cable or a trolley car on pay- 
ment of five cents? 

It is this lack of perspective which affecis 
the Colonel’s point of view and obscures his 
great gifts as a raconteur. Indeed, his pow- 
ers as a humorist are so considerable that 
we cannot blame the artist who ha@ fur- 
nished forth his book with illustrations, 
some of which are red and some green, but 
all of them almost as funny as Colonel 
Visscher in his moments of relaxation. 
(Chicago: White City Art company.)

In taking up Mr. M. C. O’Byrne’s “ Song 
of the Ages’’ the reviewer is under some 
embarrassment. In the first place, if the 
reviewer be modest, as it is to be presumed 
he is, he will be somewhat startled on open- 
ing the book by the kneeling female figure 
which the artist has forgotten to clothe, and 
which the publisher has neglected to screen 
with the conventional fiy-leaf. Turning over 
the title page there is a dedication to Mr. 
Gladstone which suggests the impropriety 
of offering anything but a favorable crit- 
icism. Then in the preface the author makes 
certain statements which quite compel the 
critic, if he is a loyal American, to defend 
the book at all hazards. 

“Two years ago,’ writes Mr. O'Byrne, 
‘‘arrangements had been made for issuing 
the work in London, the literary center of 
the English-speaking world, but almost at 
the last moment it was withdrawn, the rea- 
son being that the author was required: to 
sign a contract that seemed to him both 
illiberal and unjust.”’ 

We can understand Mr. O’Bryne’s feelings 
and deeply sympathize with him in his pro- 
test against the sordid Britisher’s attempt 
to make a free American guarantee the ex- 
pense of publication, but at the same time 
we cannot but congratulate ourselves that 
‘“‘having crossed the ocean twice, the book 
finds its birth ’’—according to the author’s 
felicitous phrase—‘‘ in the place of its con- 
ception.’’ Spurned by London the book is 
issued from Mr. Wickham’s press of that 
well-known literary emporium, La Salle, 
Ill., U. S&S. A. With a generosity which con- 
trasts strongly with the niggardly spirit of 
the London publisher, Mr. Wickham offers 
the work at a price within the reach of all, 
making no discrimination, as will be seen, 
against Great Britain. These prices, let it 
be understood, include postage.

Though prices to Ireland, Hawaii, and 
Africa are not quoted, it must not be under- 
stood that either author or publisher is 
prejudiced against those countries. Every- 
body, we are assured, wili be treated alike. 
To quote again from the preface: “ Song 
and singer are both free frem the taint of 
that commercialism which, when it finds a 


. place in literature as a controlling principle, 


is like the wide breaking in of the waters of 
desolation.’”’ 

For reasons already noted as well as on ac- 
count of the implied promise of the author 
that two more books will be forthcoming, 
bringing, we may hope, the ‘“‘ Song of the 
Ages’”’ down to and including the Nash- 
ville exposition, further reference might 
seem, if not unnecessary, at least out of 
place. We cannot, however, refrain from 
expressing the hope that before many days 
Mr. O’Bryne will have a satisfactory an- 
swer to his impassioned question recorded 
in the prelude to his epic: 

O crusted earth, say, was thy granite shell 
Convulsed when from my frenzied swul I cursed 
all nature? Tell. 

On general principles, without claiming 
any special knowledge of the earth’s mode of 
expression, we should say that she will not 
tell. With reference to the other matter, it 
seems proper to say that it is never in good 
form to *‘ curse all nature,’’ and is apt to be 
dangerous, especially during the football 
season, when an equinoctial may be ex- 
pected any day. If Mr. O’Bryne has any 
spare curses he does not know what to do 
with he should save them for the yellow kid 
journalism or for the London publishers, as 
he prefers.

Considerable May Wheat Bought. 


Linn was not alone in his purchases of 
May wheat.

Wednesday. Séptember wheat sold as low 
as 85c. All borts of market theories were 
advanced with the result of the Wednesday 
election as theig baais, Some of the people 
who were opposed to reinstating No. 2 spring 
wheat as a contract grade asserted that 
the general speculative interest displayed 
Was greater than it has been at any time 
for weeks. 

Northwestern receipts were 1,019 cars, 

against 1,188 a week ago and 936 a year 
ago. Clearances were equivalent to 678,000 
bu, with primary receipts 1,203,000 bu. The 
foreign markets, particularly Liverpool, 
were not weak, as expected. Liverpool 
closed with spot wheat dull and with futures 
off %d to %d. Paris was 20 centimes lower 
and Antwerp was off 12% centimeson*red 
winter wheat. Local receipts were 258-cars, 
with’236,000 bu inspected out of store. Over 
in the cash crowd the feature was the weak- 
néss of the off grades. The discount on No. 
83 spring below December price got out to 
Se or 10c, and the only thing checking a 
further decline was the buying by people 
to whom these discounts were attractive. 
It is asserted that the elevator men have 
combined in an effort to depress prites of 
the low grades, but this scarcely looks 
feasible, as the differences are attracting 
attention, and every exporter on the floor 
will ‘be soliciting bids from the other side. 
The Geddes-Kirkwood sales were consid- 
ered a deal outside the regular market. No. 
2 red winter wheat to the extent of 20,000 
bu was sold to millers, 
. The provision market was rather strong 
jn tone, with closing prices the best of the 
day. On the preceding day the closing 
prices were about the lowest. Trade was 
not particularly active and there were few 
significant. Cudahy was credited with buy- 
ing January pork and lard. The export 
houses were buyers of lard.

There is no abatement in the steady de- 
mand for. lumber, nearly all branches of 
which trade are showing better conditiéns as 
the fall season approaches... There is a dis- 
tinct hardening = yellow pine prices and 
now and then complaints of an inability to 
secure lumber prémptly from mills., Small 
Southern mills are said to shade prevailing 
prices occasionally, but the bulk of the stock 
coming to this market is bringing fully $2.00 
more than could have been obtained six 
months . Finishing lumber is bringing 
about $17.00 as a rule, while rift-sawed 
flooring is being disposed of at from $17.00 to 
$18.00, with flat-grained fidoring. at from — 
$13.50 to $14.00. . 

Timbers, for which the demand has lately 
shown a considerable revival, are selling in 
some instances as high as $20.00. There is 
also a much better figure obtainable for car 
sills, for which the demand has increased 
strongly of late. 

Trade in hardwood lumber is distinctly 
more active, although here and there a’small | 
dealer or even a wholesaler may be found | 
who looks at the trade situation through | 
blue glasses. There is this concession to be 
made to these who do not give favorable re- 
ports of their business—that the demand for | 
lumber in small lots for local delivery has | 
not begun to show a material gain. This is 
fully explained by the low demand coming 
from the interior finish and furniture trade 
of the city. The latter industry is showing ' 
a steady revival in évery other market out- 
side of Chicago, but here the demand has 
not quickened to anything like the extent 
that is seen elsewhere. True, it is showing 
some gain, and will undoubtedly in the near 
future get in line with other sections of the 
country in the way of improvement.

Dr. rt had stated several times that 
the State's bone might be the kneecap of any 
animal of suitable size. He was asked if it 
might be the patella or kneecap of a sheep. 
Finally, after a long and tedious cross-exam- 
ination, Mr. McEwen drew this statement 
from him, and turned from the sesamoids: 

“That bone certainly strongly resembles 
a human sesamoid bone. 1 am unable to 
come to any conclusion on it.’’ 

Mr. McEwen turned to the alleged human 
metacarpal bone and there was a long wran- 
gle between the witness, the court, and the 
attorneys over the distinction between a 
“ridge” and an “ indication of a ridge.” 

Dr. Allport maintained there was not enough 
bone in the State’s exhibit to indicate the 
size of the person to whom it belonged, if it 
were human. He acknowledged, however, 
that it looked like the metacarpal bone of an 
adult. 

‘‘'The bone does not look any more like the 
‘metacarpal of man than it does like the 
corresponding bone of a sheep or dog,” he 
maintained. 

Fragment of a Human Rib. 


The fragment of alleged human rib, Dr. 
Allport acknowledged, coincided with the 
head of the third or fourth human rib. Ho 
could form no opinion of the size of the per- 
son to whom it had belonged, if it were 
human, he said. The articular, surfaces of 
the fragment were characteristic of the 
human rib, and he did not know of any other 
animal whose bones had a similar surface. 
In fact, Dr. Allport acknowledged that no 
other animal had such articular surfaces in 
its skeleton. Dr. Allport’s reason for saying 
it®was not a human rib was the presence 
of a supposed unusual arterial groove. 

Mr. McEwen bore down hard on this point. 
The witness acknowledged that all arteries 
would not be found in the same place. The 
limit of variability of arteries was known, 
he said, but new variations were constantly 
being discovered. The State will maintain 
that if the groove in their fragment of bone 
is an arterial groove, it is nothing ayat- 
omically unusual in being unfamiliar. 

By the time Mr. McEwen started on the 
cross-examination of Dr. Allport’s opinion of 
the State’s smaller exhibit of an alleged 
human thigh, Dr. Allport was anxiously 
looking at the clock, and was cross and 
nervous. The piece of bone which the State 
claims is human is about as. large around as 
a 25-cent piece, and is supposed to have 
come from the head of the bone which fits 
in the hip. Dr. Allpert was asked to esti- 
mate the size of the bone from which the 
fragment came. He had before that stated 
that it probably came from the thigh of 
some animal, human or otherwise. 


Second Obvious Error. 


At this point Dr. Allport made his second 
obvious error in calling the thigh bone of a 
large man the thigh of a woman. An- 
other thigh was handed him. He estimated 
it came from the skeleton of a woman four 
feet seven inches tall. Dr. Dorsey, who 
knew the body from which it. came, an- 
nounced that the woman had been five feet 
geven inches tall. 

The musk ox, which was the cause of Dr. 
Allport’s most egregious error, originally 
stood nearly five feet high. While every one 
was still laughing at the witness’ error in 
saying the musk ox thigh bone came froma 
hog Mr. McEwen took him to task about the 
difference: between the two classes of ani- 
mals. Dr. Allport maintained that the hog 
and the musk ox were of the same family. 
"gee McEwen asked if the musk ox were not 

ruminant and the hog a non-ruminant, 
and the witness assented. The session ended 
with. this dialogue: 

Mr. McEwen-—The musk ox stands past or 
five feet high, doesn’tit? 

Professor Allport—He is pretty high. I 
never saw one. I have seen bones, pictures, 
and descriptions of them. 

Mr. McEwen—Whereabouts did you get 
your information regarding the musk ox? 

. Professor Allport—I got the information 
out of text books and by observation. The 
musk ox belongs to the same family as the 
sheep and hog. 

Mr. McEwen—The thigh bone of the musk 
ox is about twice as long as the bone of the 
hog, is it not? 

Professor Allport—I suppose it Is. 


Will Be Cross-Examined Today. 


The cross-examination of Dr. Allport will 
be the feature of the trial today, and the 
State expects to shake the most vital part 
of his testimony the first thing this morn- 
ing—the identification of one of their ex- 
hibits as a hog’s thigh. 

One of the principal reasons for Dr. All- 
port’s assertions, he testified, was that the 
bone was hollow and showed no cancellous 
or spongy structure where it is usually. 
found in the human bone. 


spongy bone was all eaten out by the caustic 
potash, leaving the hard shell of bone in 
the form of a ham bone. Dr. Dorsey claims 
the traces of this spongy bone are still plain- 
ly visible, and must have been overlooked by 
the experts for the defense. 

The defense will corroborate Dr. Allport’s 
testimony with that of Dr. William Eckley, 
demonstrator of anatomy in the Northwest- 
ern Medical School. It is said Dr. Eckley 
will reaffirm the identity of the femur, but 
that, like Dr. Allport, he is not sure regard- 
ing the other bones. It is not believed likely 
that the expert'testimony will be concluded 
for two more days. 

The State is preparing a lengthy array of 
evidence with which it hopes to impeach the 
testimony of William Charles, Luetgert’s 
confidential business agent, who swore that 
he helped Luetgert dump the four barrels 
of tallow and bones in the vat to make soap 
with. The evidence will bear almost entirely 
on Charles’ connection with Davy, who is 
said to have swindled Luetgert out of $25,000.

It began very quietly. yesterday morning 
with a ceremony of offering the bottles of 
the nameless corpse-wash, on the part of the 
“defense, by Mr. Vincent. But it gave us 
time.to prepare our minds for what we knew 
must be coming. Dr. Allport was to be of- 
fered up as a sacrifice; his time wasripe. He 
gat in the chair looking resolute but rome- 
what pensive; McEwen and Professor Dor- 
sey sat side by side with bones all about 
them.

We now sought to discover where certain 
sesamoid bones could be -found in sheep. 
The doctor was‘ about to break out in a 
lecture, but he was requested to answer 
whether or not such a bone was to be found 
in such a locality. His reply seemed to be 
indeterminate. He was asked to express 
his opinion in the word yes or no. “ Your 
Honor,” said Mr. Vincent, getting up, “* that 
is a question which. cannot be answered 
yes or no.” “I say it can be,” returned his 
Honor. ‘“‘ He may give his reasons after- 
wards at reasonable length, but he must be 
able to answer ‘ye’ or ‘no’ or” I don’t 
know.’ ”’ 

The doctor seemed to think the conditions 
hard; he squirmed and evaded; but it had to 
be. Then he was asked the shape of a sheep 
sesamoid, and a basket of alleged sesamoids 
was passed ‘up to him to take his pick.of 
them. He selected four, and all he got for 
his pains was to be asked what part of the 
animal they came from. When he had an- 
swered that McEwen wanted to know 
whether they all came from the same an- 
imal. The doctor thought that, with one 
exception, they corresponded; he could not 
tell where the exception came from. ...

Another lecture seemed imminent, but. 
the doctor recollected himself, and admitted, 
with unaffected regret, that he didn’t know. 

“Can you place. these sesamoids in this 
hog’s foot?” 

The doctor set to work and was busy a 
long, long time. At last he declared that 
there was one which he could not place. ‘ 

He was presented by his agreeable inter- 
locutor with a bone of some animal's leg, 
which he immediately identified as that of a 
monkey. He explained to the jury, in an 
interesting discourse, its various: character- 
istic points, when Mr. McEwen gently said:- 
**T am informed by Professor Dorsey that 
that is the leg of a dog.”’ 

The jury looked embarrassed, and a pass- 
ing shade of despair crossed the doctor’s 
features. At last he said: 

*“ There is a class of dog monkeys.” . 

But I shrink from the task of following 
this dissection into all its details. The doc- 
tor was plainly distressed by the discovery 
that there were many things he did not know 
about bones, and some of them seemed 
quite elementary. things, too. Once in a 
while he would venture one of his positive 
assertions, and the next minute he would 
modify it, or take it back, or say he had not 
meant it. He made drawings of bones. and 
then identified bones of the kind which he 
thought he had drawn, and then had to ad- 
mit that the drawings and the bones were 
different. He became nervous, confused, 
and angry; and no one could blame him, for 
nothing is better calculated to make a man 
angry than to be exposed in this manner, 
after having professed to know everything 
about a given subject, to be proved to have 
no trustworthy knowledge about it what- 
evem .. 

It is painful to have to listen to this sort 
of thing. But Dr. Allport had less sym- 
pathy than he might have had had he been 
Jess aggressive and positive in his contra- 
dictions of the testimony of men who know 
more about bones than he does. He isa 
Physician in regular practice and his ac- 
quaintance with osteology is apparently of 
the most superficial and schoolboy sort. He 
has been put forward by the defense as 
their leading star, and he has accepted the 
position with complacency, but he has 
turned out to be quite unfitted for the rdle. 
ss McEwen’s cross-examination of the 
witness is thorough, and certainly’ se- 
vere, but the doctor brought it upon him- 
gelf by the extraordinary and sensational 
assertions which he saw fit to make. If 
he could be believed, the State had fallen 
into errors which were hardly to be recon- 
¢iled even with honesty; and it was there- 
fore indispensable to the success of their 
cause that they should make the analysis 
of his knowledge, or ignorance, as exhaust- 
ive and unsparing as possible.

The grand jury yesterday afternoon took 
up the matter of bucket shops. The only 
witness heard was John Hill Jr. of the Board 
of Trade, chairman of the Committee on 
Gambling of the Civic federation. His evi- 
dence was partly of a general character 
concerning the operations of bucket shop 
concerns. But before he left the room he 
is said to have furnished the jury with some 
specific information in relation to a num- 
ber of bucket shops which are in undis- 
guised operation daily in the down-town 
district. 

Chairman Hill, W. W. Scott, and Henry 
B.. King are now under bonds on a charge 
of conspiracy resulting from a raid upon 
An alleged bucket shop. The charge will 
not be heard by the present grand jury. 

It was said last night the grand jury 
would summon other witnesses today on 
the strength of information furnished by 
Mr. Hill and that at least a dozen bucket 
shop operators will probably be indicted. 


NAVAL DOCKS ARE DISABLED. 


Government Engineers Make a Dis- 
covery That Is Causing Consider- 
able Apprehension. 


New York, Sept. 30.—A special meeting of 
the Naval Dock board was held today at the 
Brooklyn navy yard to consider the reports 
as to the disabled conditions of all but one 
of the timber structures owned by the gov- 
ernment. A complete examination by the 
engineers has revealed the above startling 
information. The only exception is the timber 
dock. on Puget Sound. As the timber docks 
practically do all the work’of the navy, the 
stone structures being used for the smaller 
vessels, the department regards the exist- 
ing conditions with considerable apprehen- 
sion, and it will be the duty of the Dock 
board to report on the subject and suggest 
the best way for repairing docks. None of 
the members of the board ‘would talk for 
publication today, but it is understood that 
an estimate of the cost of repairs, together 
with the recommendation to proceed at 
opee with the work, will be forwarded at 
once to the department. 

Engineers have estimated that it will cost 
at least $500,000 to put the timber docks in 
condition, and the Dock board is expected 
to recommend that this money be spent on 
the structures of New York, League Island, 
Norfolk, and Port Royal. There is a sep- 
arate appropriation for dock No. 8, at the 
Brooklyn yard. 


OPPOSE LONG TIME FRANCHISE. 


Peoria Workingmen Protest Against 
the Enforcement of the 
Allen Bill. 


Peoria, Ill., Sept. 30.—[Special. ]—The work- 
ingmen of Peoria met tonight at Trades 
Assembly Hall to take action concerning 
the fifty-year franchise asked for by the 
Central City railway under the provisions 
of the Allenlaw. Walter 8. Bush, President 
of the TradeB Assembly, and until recently 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Labor, called the meeting to or- 
der. E. A. Tennery, a railroad mechanic, 
was elected chairman, and Mr. Bush pre- 
sented the resolutions adopted by the Fed- 
eral Labor union protesting against the 
proposed franchise. 

Resolutions declaring opposition to any 
long-time franchises on the ground that mu- 
nicipal control of such matters would come 
sooner or later, were presented by Robert 
Cumming, a railroad shopman. The ques- 
tion was discussed by W. 8. Carter, editor 
of the Locomotive Firemen’s magazine; J. 
R. T. Austin, editor of the Trades and Labor 
Gazette; and others. 

A citizens’ mass-meeting will be held to- 
morrow night at Rouse’s Hall.

ALL. THE OTHERS AGREE. 


“Big Four” Shows Its Fangs and 
Threatens to Bite. 


OCT. 15 MAY SEE A BOYCOTT. 


, East-bound rate demoralization from 8t. 
Louis to the Eastern seaboard thus far has 
stood as a barrier against the proposed ad- 
vance in rates by the Joint Traffic associa- 
tion. All the efforts made to bring the St. 
Louls east-bound roads into line have provec 
fruitless owing to the inability of the Joint 
Traffic association to control the Toledo, 
St. Louls, and Kansas City (Clover Leaf 
Route). This road runs from St. Louis to 
Toledo, where it finds an independent outlet 
by lake. Its receiver pays little attention 
to the tariffs issued by the association and 
makes whatever rates he deems necessary 
to get a large proportion of the businets. 
The Wabash also has a line from St. Louis 
to Toledo, and, though a member of the as- 
sociation, has deemed it advisable to meet 
the rates made by the ‘“‘ Clover Leaf,” and 
in consequence the two, roads have prac- 
ically had a monopoly of the east-bound 

usiness from St. Louis for some time. 

The worst sufferer from this competition 
has been the “ Big Four ’’ and Chesapeake 
and Ohio route, and a few days ago Presi- 
dent M. E. Ingalls gave notice to the Board 
of Managers that unless a maintenance of 
Louis could be 
secured he would repudiate-the Joint Traffic 
association agreement and take independent 


r action to protect the Newport News inter- 


ests. In consequence a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive officers of the St. Louis east-bound 
roads was held in Cincinnati yesterday. 

Last evening Chdirman Midgley received 
a dispatch from Cincinnati announcing that 
the meeting had unanimously agreed that 
all tariff rates should be maintained on and 
after Oct. 15, subject to the affirmation vote 
of one road that was not represented. 

The one road is supposed to be the Toledo, 
St. Louis and Kansas City, and judging 
by previous experiences it is doubtful that 
the consent of the receiver of the road can 
be obtained. If the road refuses to join 
the others in maintaining agreed rates the 
only thing the association managers can 
do is ‘to declare a boycott against the “* Clo- 
ver Leaf’”’ and refuse to interchange busi- 
ness with it, as after the close of naviga- 
tion this road will have to depend upon 
the association lines for an Eastern outlet. 

Such a boycott was declared against the 
** Clover Leaf’’ a year or two ago by some 
of its connections. The receiver, however, 
refused to be bulldozed and brought suit 
against the boycotters. The boycott was 
withdrawn before the case’ came to trial, 
as the Eastern ,oads did not care to have 
the matter brought to an issue in the courts. 

->- 

The Burlington earnings for August are 
far more satisfactory than for July. If 
the same pace could be kept wp the Bur- 
lington would easily be able’ to declare an 
8 per cent dividend for the present fiscal 
year. It is not probable, however, nor do 
the company’s officials expect it, that the 
earnings will continue as large as they 
were for August during the other ten 
months of the fiscal year. Business will 
continue heavy on the Burlington and all 
the other Western roads terminating in 
this city until navigation closes. But there 
will be a decrease in business after that, 
as the high rates the east-bound roads will 
put in effect next week will divert ship- 
ments via Southwestern and Southern 
routes.

LANBHAN, CHICAGO, PRESIDENT. 


Treasurer J. A. Kelsey Chosen to Suc- 
ceed Himself — Omaha’ Delegation 
Puts in a Strong Bid for the Meet-

The closing business meeting of the Fire 
Underwriters’ association of the North- 
west was held at the Auditorium yesterday, 
with an attendance greater than on the pre- 
ceding day.

Bid by Omaha Delegation. 

During the last fifteen years the meetings 
of the association have been held in this 
city. A resolution presented by the Omaha 
delegation that the next meeting be held 
in that city caused considerable discussion. 
Only two members voted “no,” but the 
chair ruled that though the association 
might express a preference, the final settle- 
ment of the place of meeting rested with the 
directors. 

The morning session was opened with a 
paper *‘ Special Agents Versus Local Board 
Inspection,’’ by James F. Joseph, Cincin- 
nati, special agent of the Phenix of Brook- 
lyn. H. R. Hayden of New York was on 
the program fora paper on “** Discriminating 
and Unjust Legislation,’’ but was unable to 
be present. His paper was read by C. L. 
Hewitt of Chicago. The issue made was 
that unjust legislation in the direction of 
endeavoring to force down premiums below 
a natural rate by prohibiting combinations 
had had the opposite effect, and in such 
States as this had been attempted the aver- 
age rate had increased. 


Advantages of Associations. 


Cc. F. Mullins, San Francisco manager of 
the Commercial Union, read a paper on 
‘Underwriters’ Associations Generally.” 
He said associations furnigh economical rat- 
ings, make inspections in large cities possi- 
ble at a nominal cost, equalize rates, and en- 
courage improved construction, give prompt 
recognition for improvements in fire haz- 
ards, fire departments, water supplies, etc. 
He showed by statistics that the fire in-

He showed that the taxes on insur- 
ance are equal to 85 per cent of the net re- 
ceipt8 of the successful companies.

The afternoon session was,devoted largely 
to the election of officers and a practical 
illustration of the use of acetylene gas.by A.

At the Banquet. 

The insurance men of the Northwest cele- 
brated the twenty-eighth anniversary of 
their association and the end of the succéss- 
ful business meeting with a banquet at the 
Auditorium in the evening. Risks and rates 
were forgotten while the 400 underwriters 
and their friends listened to praises of the 
association and good. stories. A share of 
the evening was devoted to reminiscenses 
of early-day insurance by the veterams. 

Eugene Harbeck, manager of the Western 
department of the Phenix of Brooklyn, was 
toastmaster. He eulogized the success of 
the association and the men who made its 
rapid growth possible:
